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Bowles, Michener 
Warn Us on Asia 


Two authorities on Asia, Chester 
Bowles, former ambassador to India and 
the famous author, Robert Michener, 
pointed out some pertinent facts to the 
American people recently that bear re- 
peating again and again. 

Mr. Bowles reminds us that Asia con- 
tains more than half the human race. Even 
with the loss of China, free Asia has a 
population of almost 1,000,000,000 people. 
Whether they choose democracy or corm- 
munism will determine the future of the 
human race. 

These undecided millions can go either 
way, Mr. Bowles points out. To date they 
have resisted communism. Just emerg- 
ing from colonialism, they are jealous of 
their newly acquired freedom and sus- 
picious of their former rulers. At the same 
time, Communist revolts have been put 
down in all countries except in still 
colonial Indochina and Malaya. 

These newly freed peoples are de- 
termined to develop their resources and 
to attain Western standards of living. 
They need our help in the job. If it is 
forthcoming, Mr. Bowles believes that 


Asia can be held in the democratic camp. °~ 


Mr. Michener, author of the enchant- 
ing “Tales of the South Pacific,” points 
out that loss of Indochina may ultimately 
be avoided only by American interven- 
tion. 

“Without question,” he writes, “Presi- 
dent Eisenhower would move our forces 
in to stop a debacle that would otherwise 
imperil Singapore,’ Bangkok, Djakarta, 
Rangoon and ultimately Delhi, too... . 
Supine surrender of Indochina is unthink- 
able. Let us use every trick known to 
man and diplomacy to.stave off our in- 
volvement in ancther Korea, but let us 
admit that if all else fails, we must pre- 
vent.a debacle.” 

He warns that election year politics 
should not interfere with the national 
interests. “Americans in Asia were as- 
tonished in 1952,” he says, “that anybody 
' believed what was being said about Asia 
in the presidential election. They would 
be even more astonished if what the Re- 
publicans said while trying ta gain the 
presidency kept them from a intel- 
ligently now that they have it.” 

As the American government consid- 
ers the alternatives in Indochina and the 
French request for help there, we must 
keep in mind the immediate as well as 
permanent interests of the United States. 
There is no easy solution nor can the 
issue be evaded,

The City of Buford, gateway to Lake 
Lanier, is in the midst of a fortnight of 
spring housecleaning. . 

Conscious of their city’s coming role 
in the state’s recreational sun, the citi- 
zens of Buford have united in a campaign 
for good, clean living conditions.

Interest in Irrigation 
Is Growing in State | 


There are now 650 irrigation systems 
on Georgia farms, mostly of the sprinkler 
type. While this is not a great number, 
it is 10 times more than existed in 1945, 
proving that this type of irrigation is prac- 


tical, depending, of course, upon the avail- 


ability of water. | 

Georgia farm production could be in- 
creased many times over if irrigation 
could be applied generally over the state. 
Although blessed with adequate rainfall 
during most of the year, there are periods 
when drought causes loss of millions in 
crop production. During the summer and 
late fall dry seasons, irrigation would pro- 
vide the answer.

The May 10 edition of the Georgia De- 
partment of Commerce Newsletter points 
out that we now have a series of lakes 
that cover almost 200,000 acres. Thou- 
sands of farm ponds have been built to 
supply. the needs of the growing livestock 
industry. Huge dams that have been 
built by the Federal Government are not 
only conserving water buf the soil as well. 

We're gradually learning to use our 
soil and water resources intelligently. The 
result is not only benefiting the present 
but will mean much to future generations.

Aircraft Engineers 
Seek Vertical Riser 


“Happy landing” is the conventional 
goodbye to the air traveler. Behind the 
phrase is. the thinking, perhaps subcon- 
scious, that the aircraft has little diffi- 
culty in flight. The trouble sets in when 
the plane goes to set itself down. Or 
take off. 

The aviation safety people are about to 
do something about that. The Cornell- 
Guggenheim Aviation Safety Center has 
disclosed ‘that later this year it will start 
on a study looking toward passenger 
planes that will take off and land verti- 
cally. 

The helicopter will do that now, but 
the helicopter does not do so well at for- 
ward flight. Not when it comes to speed. 
What the aviation industry wants is a 
plane that will take off and land straight 
up and down, then level off and fly at 
jet speed. 

Not only would the safety factor of air 
travel be raised, but a lot of expense 
would be eliminated at the airports. Long 
runways would become obsolete. 

One possibility is a skyrising tugboat, 
a helicopter with claws which would de- 
scend over a jet airliner like a hawk over a 
rabbit, latch on and lift it above the city, 
then turn it loose for normal flight. When 
the liner reaches its destination, another 
sky tug would ascend, hook on and lower 
the interurban plane gently into the al- 
lotted parking place. 

Sounds fantastic, you say? Well, keep 
your eye on the sky. The aviatic—-sngi- 
neers say the practical vertical riser is a 
tough problem, but,that they can lick it 
if given the time and the money. 

Going up? The next lift will be at 
Gate 3.

The Great Smoky Mountains National 
Park is in financial straits. Congress has 
shown itself highly penurious when it 
comes to supporting the park ateas.

The National Park Service wants. to 
make an admission charge at the Smokies. 
There is nothing revolutionary about that. 
There are charges at other parks; Mam- 
moth Cave, for example, pretty well pays 
its way on the fees from folks who want 
to go underground. 


® But officials in Tennessee and North 


Carolina object. “No, siree,” they are 
saying. “Before we let the Smoky Moun- 
tains people charge admission, we'll take 
back those mountains we ceded to form 
the park.” . 


Now that is a provincial, narrow point 
of view. 


The Great Smoky Mountains National 
Park is, as the name indicates, national. 
The American people now own it. There 
are many of them who disagree with the 
official attitude’ of Tennessee and North 
Carolina. They would not object to a 
nominal fee if paying it meant a share in 
preserving the grandeur of the Smokies 
by keeping those mountainsides green and 
accessible to the public. 


The fee wouldn't have to be Jarge, not 
with two million visitors paying it annual- 
ly.

Social Security Plan Hit as No Security; 


Politicians Can Take Benefits Away Anytime 


Atlanta: Talking to two well-in- 
formed private citizens recently re- 
turned from the national capital 
about so-called ‘Social Security,” 
I asked, “‘Upon reaching age 65 
and havirig in all ways complied 
with the rules and regulations and 
having been granted my monthly 
annuity, why cannot I continue to 


.@arn as much as I am able to earn, 


thereby maintaining my standard 
of living which would be impos- 
sible on ‘S.S.’ alone?”’ 


Answer: Since neither you nor 
your employer or employers paid 
enough in to the Social Security 
Fund to justify the annuity paid, 
you have no right, claim nor en- 
titlement to said annuity which is 
in effect justa pension allowed 
you by your benevolent Federal 
Government who “giveth or can 
taketh away.’ You have no 
“rights” in the matter. In short, 
the fund is actuarily unsound and 
dependent on general taxation for 
solvency.

Therefore, who can now prove 
that Social Security is actuarily 


“sound? Who can prove any ‘“‘se- 


curity” in a plan that the politi- 
cians give and can take away? It 
is simply a. charity since neither 
you nor your employer pay in 
enough to satisfy the eventual de- 
mands upon the fund. It is, in 
part, something for nothing and 
therefore socially unsound. It is 


neither ‘‘social’’ nor ‘‘security,” 

but an attempt to fool the people.

U.N. May Order 
Indochina Entry 


GENEVA—The United Nations may have to 
order the United States and associdted gavern. 
ments to take the military steps in Indochina 
necessary to stop Communist_aggression in southeast Asia. 

This procedure would be separate from the Southeast Asia 
Security Treaty, designed for long-range protection of the area. 

President Truman felt that no congressional authorization was 


necessary to send American 
forces into Korea in June, 1950— 
merely a notificatfon to the Sen- 
ate and House. The military op- 
erations that followed were held 
to be implicit in the treaty by 
which the United States had ac- 
cepted the U.N. charter. 

For a long time world opinion 
has been mobilized behind the 
thought that, if aggression threat- 
ens peace anywhere, the mem- 
bers of the United Nations have 
a_duty to collaborate in action 
to put down the aggression. 

Certainly there are aggressor 
armies in Laos and Cambodia. 
They come from Viet Nam as 
the Communist-led Vietminh. The 
question has been asked why no 
use has been made of the U.N, 
The truth is the French have 
feared it would raise more issues 
than it would settle, that the con- 
troversy would deal with inde- 
pendence. and colonialism and 
prove embarrassing in North 
Africa and among Asian nations. 

The issue, however, is no long- 
er whether the three states of 
Indochina will cease to be col- 
onies—for independence has been 
granted to Cambodia and Laos

SCHWANGAU, Germany, May 16 (#—Col. Gen. 
Heinz Guderian, whose tank columns crashed victoriously 
into France and Poland in World War II but failed before 
Moscow, died here Friday’ night at 65. 

A brief announcement today said 
he had succumbed to a liver ail- 
ment which had been troubling him

SYDNEY, May 16 (®—Australia’s Jimmy Carruthers, un- 
defeated bantamweight champion of the world, tonight announced 
his retirement from boxing. 

The 24-year-old, 118-pound titlist scored his 19th victory last 
May 2 when he outpointed Chamreon Songkitrat of Thailand in a 
15-round title bout in Bangkok. 

Since turning pro-on_Aug._15, 1950, Carruthers woh 11 bouts 
by knockouts and eight by decision. 

He won the world title by knocking out Vie Toweel in one 
round Nov. 15, 1952. He defended the crown three times. He 
knocked out Toweel, of South Africa, in a return bout in 10 
rounds March 21, 19538, outpointed Henry (Pappy) Gault of 
Spartanburg, 8.C., in 15 rounds Nov. 18, 1953, and then success- 
fully defended against Songkitrat. 

He said he made the decision entirely on his own. 

“Tl shall never don gloves again,’’ he said. ‘This is not an 
overnight decision but a planned event in my. life. I came into the 
fight game to make money and to me it has been purely business. 


In my own heart I know I am doing the right thing as I am only | 


24 years old. 


“T fee] I am at my peak in fighting and in my opinion that | 


is the time to get out of it.” 
Carruthers earned a net of $67,000 In boxing. He said he would 


go into the hotel business with the possibility that he might later | 


invest in a hotel of his own,

| Dr. William G. Hamm, clinical 
assistant professor of surgery at 
‘Emory University, and Dr. Frank 
\F. Kanthak, instructor in surgery, 
fare co-authors of a chapter on 
“Plastic Surgery” in the 279-page

they explain, 
ranges from “face-lifting’’ to make 
an aging woman look younger, to

NOT JUST ‘COSMETIC’ 

Many people, they say, mistak- 
enly believe plastic surgery is con-| 
fined to facial surgery. Another

plastic surgery®is mainly ‘‘cos- 
metic,’ designed to improve the 


appearance of the patient. 


Only about 40 per cent of their 


work is cosmetic, they say.
